The public may rack their brains in 
an attempt to solve the Cariboo quartz 
enigma, but they will fail to arrivo at 
a satisfactory solution without the aid 
of a third and entirely disinterested 
person — an expert not alone in name 
but in fact. Mr. Harper, Government 
Mining Engineer — honest and well- 
meaning man as ho is believed to bo — 
has produced certain results from Cari- 
boo quartz which Mr. Riotte, another 
mining engineer, characterizes as incor- 
rect — fraudulent. Professor Phillips, 
an engineer of great repute, who has 
written a work that is a standard au- 
thority on quartz mining and metallur- 
gy, has assayed some of the rock from 
a vein that Mr. lliotto pronounces 
" worthless," and ham obtained results 
that aro at least gratifying. Thirty 
dollars and fifteen cents to a ton of 
rock from the Cariboo Company's 
claim is not to be regarded as insignifi- 
cant when it is known that rock which 
assays $15 to the ton pays dividends to 
shareholders in California. Just now 
the problem has narrowed down to a 
controversy botween Mr. Harper and 
Mr. Eiotte. The former says he will 
stand or fall by his official reports, 
which Mr. Eiotte laughs to scorn 
as being conceived in error and brought 
forth in fraud. Whilst theao " ex- 
perts " engage in a learned dispu- 
tation over the relative value of 
the quartz lodes, the public suffer 
from the doubt and uncertainty that 
prevail. Mining enterprises are wholly 
at a standstill, and cannot be induced 
to move again until satisfactory infor- 
mation that can be relied on shall be 
obtainable. Mr. Harper and Mr. 
Eiotte both stand before the country 
as rival physicians who have been call- 
ed in to consult as to the malady that 
afflicts a patient The one pronounces 
the trouble in the kidneys; the other 
in tho lunga The one recommends 
squaro gin; the other a poroas plaster. 
Distracted by the divergent diagnoses 
the patient is coming surely to 
grief; he is dying by inches be- 
cause ho fears if he follows either 
advice ho will be killed outright. 
What is the mode adopted in such 
cases? A third doctor — -the best at 
hand — is called in and asked to decide 
which of the disputants is entitled to 
credence. That is just where British 
Columbia stands at this moment. She 
wants to know and is entitled to 
know which of the "pundits" at 
Cariboo is to be trusted. It will not do 
to allow the most important interest in 
theProvince to be battledored by Harper 
and shuttlecocked by RiottejWwhile 
tho public who look on aro the only 
sufferers. The third physician must bo 
called in to decide which is in the right. 
We feel sure that Harper will be found 
right and Eiotte in the main wrong; 
but porsonal predilection should not 
woigh as a feather in the scale that the 
Government hold in their hands. We 
take it to bo their bounden duty to 
probe this matter to the bottom. If 
their' engineer has blundered or if he 
has not blundered the sooner tho pub- 
lic are informed of it on reliablo au- 
thority tho bettor. The matter is now 
in the hands of the Government to 
take the necessary step. 



Tho Royal Commission.

Chauveau, Solicitor-General of Quebec, 
has gone to Montreal to ascertain what 
arrangements it will be necessary to 
make for the preservation of tho peace 
on tho 12th of July. 

Tho Governor-General has left Que- 
bec for Boston.

— While 
eight young men were sailing in a boat 
in tho vicinity of Chester basin on Sun- 
day afternoon a sudden squall came up, 
which upset the boat and four of the 
party were drowned. Their names 
wero Shaffer, Be/.anson, Eisenbauor ami 
Dimmel. The others were saved. 

St. John, N.B., June 25.— The re- 
turns so far received from York county 
election to-day indicate that Attorney- 
General Eraser, Barker, Blair and 
Thompson are elected. The two latter 
are Opposition men. Blair leads the 
polls. 

Tho election in Queen's county re- 
sulted in the return of the old members, 
Woods and Butler — the former a Gov- 
ernment supporter and the latter Op- 
position. 

Hagersvillk, Ont, Juno 21. — Dur- 
ing a drunken fight between two men 
named Joe Calvert and Albert Herd 
to-night, the latter drew a knife and 
stabbed Calvert in the abdomen, caus- 
ing death in a few minutes. The mur- 
derer escaped capture. 

Montreal, June 25. — After the pre- 
sentation of prizes to the musical jubi- 
lee competitors last night, extreme dis- 
satisfaction was oxpressetl by the au- 
dienco in loud hisses and groans. 
Tho scene for a short time became a 
tumult, moro especially when it was 
known that tho Montreal city band, 
alias the Victoria Eilles, had received 
the two first prizes of the first-class. 
Tho bands of the 13th, 7th, Governor's 
Foot Guards, and A and B Batteries, 
immediately returned their prizes, and 
would not accept them. Great dis- 
satisfaction exists here at the award of 
the judges. The bands of the Govern- 
or-General's Foot Guards, the 7th, 
1 3th, and A and B Batteries left hero 
to-day for their homes. 

Lieut, Chaa. H. Cochrane has been 
appointed Flag-Lieutenant to Yice- 
Admiral Sir Edward A. Inglefield, 
Commander-in-Chief on the Halifax 
station. 

Toronto, June 26. — In the St, 
Mary's poisoning case, tho jury found 
that "the deceased, Robert Guest, came 
to his death at St. Mary's on the 5th 
day of June instant by having taken 
some irritant poison into his stomach, 
and this jury find that the said poison 
was given to him by Adam Enoch 
Ford, M. D. They are unable to dis- 
cover from what motive, or whether 
the said Adam Enoch Ford premediated 
or intended bodily injury." 



English Mail. 

[Per steamer Sir James Douglas.] 

There has beon a Eoman Catholic 
procession through tho streets of Bel- 
fast, and the result was a disturbance, 
A religious society entitled "Tho Holy 
Family," connected with St, Peter's 
Eoman Catholic Church, left Belfast 
for Larne, and marched through the 
streets with bands and banners. Mem- 
bers of the procession wore green sashes. 
On returning to Belfast in the evening 
a disturbance took place; there was a 
great deal of stone throwing, and several 
houses wero wrecked. A mounted 
policeman had his leg broken. A large 
number of arrests were made. All the 
houses wrecked belonged to protestants. 
Tho premises of the Belfast Neioa were 
attacked, and the largo ornamental 
clock was smashed. 

Tho London correspondent of the 
Scotsman writes: — -"I hear from Borne 
that the Pope has written to Cardinal 
CullenJ exhorting him, in the Apostolic 
name, to address a pastoral to the peo- 
ple of Ireland, and especially to the 
Fenians, so as to dissuade thorn from 
acting in concert with Eussia, or even 
in connivance at her strategy, in the 
war which may yet break out. In his 
letter His Holiness intimates that Eng- 
land now is not unfavourable to Cath- 
olicism, though she is par excellence tho 
the country of liberal institutions, 
while Eussia is absolutism, the per- 
secutor of the Church of Christ, and as 
the representative of the Schismatic 
theocracy the most irreconcileable enemy 
of England. Letters of similar purport 
have been addressed by the Holy See 
to the Bishops of the United States 
and Canada, wherever in fact Fenian- 
ism raises its head."

A STOEY OP T^TO "WTGS. 

How Mr. Babbitt Unfortunatoly Sc- 
loctod tho "Wron? ono, and 
■Wnat Happened. 

(From the New York Times.) 

The opinions of the old differ as to 
many things from the opinions of the 
young, and there is not a man now 
living of sixty years of age who will 
not frankly admit that old men arc 
always right. Take, for example, the 
subject of gas in the back parlor. Tho 
elderly man believes that it is designed 
to assist him in reading or playing 
whist, while the young man thinks 
it is meant to be turned down very low, 
so that the "dim religious light,' that 
Miton said that no back parlor should 
be without, may calm the mind of the 
young lady of tho house and fit her to 
listen to "high and holy themes. Of 
course, tho elderly man is right, His 
is the wisdom of experience. Ho has 
once been young, and has known what 
it is to fall over a chair or to upset tho 
table while hurriedly turning up tho 
gas in consequence of an alarm of an 
approaching father in tho front hall, 
or a prowling and predatory aunt in 
the next room; but no young man will 
listen to his warnings or accept his 
opinions of the true use of gas. This 
is but one of a thousand instances in 
which the old are wiser than the young. 

In estimating the repairs and altera- 
tions whichartputa upon aged man, there 
is an irreconcilable difference of opinion 
between the old and the young. There 
is Mr. Babbitt, of Barrington, Maine, 
who has reaped the wise wisdom of 
sixty-three years. That wise old man 
maintains that neither hair, teeth nor 
limbs ought to be permanent fixtures. 
Mr. Babbitt wears a wig, a complete 
bet of false teeth, and a cork leg, and 
instead of trying to deny their artifi- 
ciality, he constantly testifies to their 
superiority to the hair, teeth and legs 
with which he was originally fitted out. 
In hot weather ho sincerely pities the 
young who cannot take off their hair. 
Whon one of his teeth is out off order, 
he sends tho whole set to a dentist by a 
special messenger, and when they are 
retnrned in a perfect state of repair, he 
triumphantly asks his younger ac- 
quaintances who undergo grinding tor- 
ments in the dentist's chair, if they do 
not wish that they too had removable 
teeth. In the Mosquito season, where 
his neighbors have to constantly wear 
heavy boots to protect their ankles, i 
Mr. Babbitt will take off his cork leg, I 
and placing it on the table, will chuckle 
as he watches the deceived Mosquitoes 
swarming upon it, and neglecting all 1 
other legs to prey upon that fair, false 
calf. Mr. Babbitt even pities other 
elderly men who wear their own hair in 
a gray or white condition, and insists 
that his raven locks are far more beau- 
tiful than any natural hair. Alto- ! 
gother, he is as frank and cheerful as i 
he is wise, and his only fault— if he 
has one — is a tendency to forget his ; 
hair and to leave it lying about in an 
inappropriate places. 

It was through this inexcusable for- j 
getfulness that Mr. Babbitt became the I 
cause of the tragedy in the Bangor anil 
Boston sleeping-car last April, the mere 
recollection of which causes the aver- 
age Barrington citizen to turn pale and''; 
shudder. The sleeping-car was full, j 
and the stove was, of course, extremely | 
hot although it was a Varm night. Mr. I 
Babbitt had not noticed among his fel- | 
low-passengers a lady of an indefinite 
age, but of much personal beauty. Her 
hair was especially ravishing. It was 
of a golden yellow, banged in front, 
scolloped. on the edges, and heaped up 
on the edges, and heaped up on the top 
of her head in great four-ply braids fas- 
tened together by gilt safety pins witli 
large black heads, and sprinkled with 
flowers and ribbons. It fact, it was 
simply gorgeous, and for once Mr. Bab- 
bitt began to doubt whether Nature I 
could not, when she gave her whole I 
mind to it, manufacture hair superior j 
to that of the best wigmaker. 

The golden-haired lady occupied berth i 
No. 22, and Mr. Babbitt. felt a vague j 
and unreasonable, pleasure when he re- j 
membered that his berth was No. 23. 
In course of time tho beds were made 
and tho passengers withdrew to their 
couches to sleep, perchance to snore, i 
Mr. Babbitt, as usual, took off his hair j 
and laid it by the side of his pillow, but, 
with a view to possible railway acci- 
dents, thought it best to keep his teeth i 
and leg at their respective posts of du- 
ty. Tho heat and tho noise made it 1 
impossible for him to sleep, so thatjust | 
before daylight arrived, he arose and 
went to the rear platform in search of 
air.

The 1 
train was due at Boston at seven a. in., I 
and a little before that hour Mr. Bab- 
bitt re-entered the car. He had scarce- 
ly closed the door behind him when an i 
infuriated lady in a badly-fitted black ; 
masculine wig rushed at him and de- 
nounced him as a heartless villain and 
an atrocious thief. His astonishment | 
was naturally very great, but with 
much dignity he pushed on, intending 
to enter the next car and escapo the 
supposed lunatic. Tho enthusiasm of 
the other passengers, which immediate- 
ly manifested itself in cheers, yells, ami 
efforts to lie down and die in strong 
laughter, convinced him that something 
was the matter. A casual glance in the 
mirror apprised him that ho was wear- 
ing the yellow hair which he had so 
admired the previous evening. His 
apologies and explanations were not 
accepted by the angry lady, but a com- 
mittee of passengers finally arranged a 
compromise, in accordance with which 
Mr. Babbitt and the lady concealed 
themselves behind the curtains of con- 
tiguous berths, while the committee ef- 
fected an exchange of hair.

Remedy for Smut in Grain. — Dis- 
solve from one to two pounds of bluo 
vitriol in water to every ten bushels of 
wheat, and pour it on the floor, whero 
it can be stirred back anil forth for 24 
hours, until the grain is swelled to one- 
third more, than its natural size and is 
colored throughout. It will require, 
but one bucketful of water to every 
hundred pounds. If not wet enough 
the first time add moro water, until it 
is wet enough to heat and sweat. We 
think the above plan better than to 
soak it in vessels, and is certainlv 
easier to handle in every way. Where- 
over the above instruction is carried 
out properly, we will guarantee no 
smut to be produced from the seed, 
although we have no doubt there are 
various causes for its appearance in 
small quantities. — Colorado Farmer.

At 12 o'clock, noon, yesterday, Hon. AJ 
F. Pemberton, Returning Oflicer for Vicl 
toria City, 'directed the rending of thu 
Royal Proclamation authorizing tho hold4 
ing of an election for tlie Local Houso to] 
fill tho vacancy occasioned by tlio accept- 
ance of ofiico by Mr. Beavon, Finance 
Minister. Tho only noininatinn papor 
handed in was that of Mr. Robert Beavon— 
proposed by Mr. R. P. Rithet, seconded 
by Mr. Win. Denny, and assented to by 
Messrs. R. Harvey, T. S. Matt and John 
Dorman. Tho Returning Officer stated 
that ho would adjourn the proceedings fori 
one hour, when, if there were no other/ 
nominations, ho would declare Mr. BeaJ 
von duly elected. >r 

At 1 p.m., thero being no other candi- 
date nominated, Mr. Heaven was declared 
duly elected. The proceedings were of 
tho tamest; the audience consisting of a 
reporter from The C 'oloni.4 ofiiee, a con- 
stablo and a deputy returning officer. Mr. 
Beavon briefly thanked tho Hon. A. F. 
Pemberton, Returning Officer, for his at- 
tendance and thus brought the nomina- 
tion to a close. 

In Victoria District Mr. Humphreys, 
and at Cariboo Mr. Walkein, there being 
no other nominations, were returned by 
acclamation.

Victoria vs. Portland. 

[From our Special Correspondent.] 
The Victoria team arrived at Portland 
on the evening of the 2nd inst. and were 
received at the wharf by a committee of 
the Portland club appointed for the pur- 
pose. Carriages were ready, in which 
the cricketers wore conveyed to the Clar- 
endon Hotel, where accommodation had 
been provided for a portion of the team. 
As the match was not to commence until 
the 4th inst. the 3rd was employed by the 
party in boating on the river and driving 
to tho White House (the one drive of 
Portland) and in the afternoon the eleven 
collected on the ground for a little prac- 
tice. The ground prepared by the Port- 
land club for tho match is situated at the 
south end of First street. It commands 
a pretty view of the Wilhunette river and 
Cascade Mountains and is surrounded on 
three sides by trees and brush. 

Play commenced at 1J :30 on the 4th, 
Portland winning the toss and putting 
the visitors in first. • Mr, Bennetf scored 
tho only dual figures for tho Victorians, 
viz., 25, while the extras ran up to 19. 
Five wickets were credited to Mr. Max- 
well of Portland, two to Mr. Kinross and 
two to Mr. Andrews. Tho fielding show- 
ed much want of practice, while the 12 
wides scored shows the same want in 
bowling. 

After lunch tho home team commenced 
their innings, but were easily disposed of 
for thirty runs, Pooley taking seven 
wickots, Bennett three. Pome's long- 
stopping during the innings and through- 
out tho game was particularly good, and 
Jones made a brilliant catch at long on. 

Tho Victorians then commenced their 
second innings and succeeded iji increas- 
ing their score hy 17(> runs. The double 
figures were: Drake, 152; Bennett, 23; 
Pooley, 22; Eberts, 10; Layton, (not out) 
10; extras attaining the high figures of 
44. At the conclusion of this innings tho 
stumps were drawn leaving Portland 214 
runs to make to win the match. This, 
however, they failed to do, getting dis- 
posed of for 18 runs on the morning of tho 
6th. 

The return match then commenced, 
Portland going to the wickots first, where 
they met with a still greater discomfiture, 
as they only succeeded in putting 8 runs 
together. Victoria followed with an in- 
nings of 184. Of these Mr. Bennett con- 
tributed 70 in a brilliant manner, and Mr. 
Pooley 30. Mr. Eberts made 15, and ex- 
tras totalled up 25. Portland in their 
second innings mado 39, leaving the Vic- 
torians victors by 137 runs and one in- 
nings to spare. During this innings Mr. 
Eberts made a very difficult catch. Messrs. 
Pooley and Bennett bowled for the 
Victoria eleven throughout both matches, 
steadily and destructively, as the small 
scores of their opponents will Testify. At 
tho close of the second match tho Victor- 
ians gave hearty cheers in honor of the 
Portlanders which were cordially Respond- 
ed to. 

Howovcr indifferently well the Port- 
landers may have succeeded in tho cricket 
field, their success as entertainers was 
complete On the evening of the 5th, 
they invited tho visiting team, the press 
and other friends to a private dinner at 
the Clarendon Hotol. Dinner commenced 
at 6:30. Tables were placed to form three 
sides of a square, and at tho centre one 
Mr. Webb, President of the Portland C. 
C. presided, supported on either hand by 
Mr. Bennett and Mr. Crcighton, the 
captains of tho teams. A band was in at- 
tendance and played during tho greater 
part of the evening. After dinner the 
health of the " U. 8. President" was 
drunk, followed by " He's a jolly good 
fellow; then Her Majesty's health, when 
the band played "God save tho Queen," 
which was sung with great enthusiasm. 
Mr. Drake duly responded to the toast 
of the Victoria Club, and Mr. Bennett 
ably spoke to that of tho Eleven. 
Several other speeches were also made, 
notably, one on tho Silver Question, (by 
special request) from Mr. Wilson; many 
songs wero sung by Mr. Groasdailo, ac- 
companied by a piano during the evening. 

Festivities were kept up till an early 
hour; indeed, it is said that sonic mem- 
bers of both clubs did not say good bye 
until parted by the steamers which left 
tho wharf at six o'clock in tho , morning, 
bearing the Victorians on their home- 



ward journey. The clul arrived in this 
city by tho Isabel yestoruay afternoon, 
thus ending an exceedingly pleasant visit.

If there 
be anything unusual in that course, the 
Standard had better publish a code of 
rules for tho guidance of officials in ap- 
proaching their "masters," as our con- 
temporary ostentatiously' Styles the Gov- 
ernment. Mr. Harper adopted a sensible 
course in attempting to restore pmblio con- 
fidence; a course which wo feel sure will 
not meet with the disapproval of his so- 
called " masters." 



As an act of simple justice to Sir. Riotto 
wo publish his explanatory lettor to tho 
Directors of tho Cariboo Mining Compa- 
ny :— 

Barkervtlle, Juno 20th, 1878. 
To the Directors of the Cariboo Mining 
Company: — 
Gentlemen : — As I have been misun- 
derstood at your meeting on several vital 
points, or as I may not have expressed 
myself sufficiently clear, being under ex- 
citement, speaking without notes, I beg 
you to receive kindly my following correc- 
tions: 

It seems that you understood me to say 
that I was paid by Mr. Lano for my re- 
port. Not in any sense of tho word. I 
am pained beyond measure at such an 
error. As to my having told Mr. Lano 
"on my way up" that I wont to bury 
Ctesar, I am still nioro griovod at the mis- 
take that has crept in. I wroto to him 
that 1 feared I had but " como to bury 
Ctesar," referring to tho mining enter- 
prises of tho country. 

In answer to tho question by your 
Chairman, "Do you consider tho Bonan- 
za, Cariboo, a true fissure vein /" I wish 
to be understood as saying, "ATo; at mud 
it can bo called a bed vein, being inter- 
calated between the strata." I consider 
the quartz masses known as " Bonanza 
Ledge" morely*quartzite, or motamorphic 
sandstone, made at tho time tho other 
parts of tho mountain woro mado. The 
tine pyrites were placed into the quart/, 
subsequently by infiltration, as wero also 
some of the quarry seams. 

Question — Do you consider that thero 
is sufficient ore in quantity and qualityl 
T answered, No ! 

As to the question, "Did you say the 
mining was a swindle!" 1 answered, re- 
ferring to the B. C. M. Co., that I did not 
consider it a swindle from the conception, 
but that by its being continued after its 
worthlessness had been, or "should have 
been" demonstrated, the whole matter 
looked to me like a huge stock speculation. 

Question— Did you form this question 
previous to taking charge of the Cariboo? 
I wish to bo understood, as above explain- 
ed, that I expressed no opinion regarding 
Cariboo to anybody, except your trustees. 

Question— Do you consider the Stead- 
man a true fissure veinl I wish to reserve 
my opinion. I am in doubt as to its class- 
ification, but I think it valueless at tho 
present, no pay ore being revealed. 

Question — What would you advise us to 
do! Answer -Wait till the St. Lawrence 
gets in, and then drift on tho ledge if in- 
dications are favourable. Do not sink or 
spend any more money on hoisting works 
till,, then. If the St. Lawrence does not 
continue, and you are still of good faith, 
go on with the tunnel. 

A little work should bo done on the 
Crown Point in tho way of running an 
open cut to strike tho abaft, say !10 feet 
deep, free gold being said to oxist in pay- 
ing quantities. 

As to the test ordered by your Co., I 
said that after a thorough examination of 
the ore at the ore-house and in the shaft, 
by means of accurate average samples 
taken by .myself, Mr. Inderstroth and Mr. 
Walker, 1 had come to the conclusion 
that day that I could not find oro of such 
quantity, with sufficient gold therein, to 
warrant the test. That tho lino grained 
sulphurots could not bo burned, and 
should be kept out, and that this would 
impoverish the coarse oro to such an ex- 
tent as to leave it valueless. That tho oro 
from the Steadman could be successfully 
worked if ore could bo got assaying $15. 

I did not report tho Crown Point good, 
but thought it advisable, as above, to spend 
a little money in opening the, mine for a 
thorough inspection. 

Again I wish to state, that if inconsis- 
tencies crept in during my examination, 
they have boon duo to excitement, to tho 
misunderstand ing of my rapid delivery, and 
to my repeatedly mixing tho Bonanza, 
B. C. , and Cariboo.

ASSAULT WITH INTENT. 

James Houlihan, on remand from Fri- 
day last, charged with assault with intent. 

Michael Finerty, recalled, in answer to 
Mr. Robertson, said that both shots woro 
fired whilst ho was on the wagon; did not 
know that either shot had taken effect in 
his hat till about noon, when ho and offi- 
cer Lindsay returned from town; the first 
blow defendant struck witness cut his 
head; did not think Ids hat was on at tho 
time, but thought his hat fell off at tlio 
second shot. Before going for the horses 
picked up by mistake Houlihan's hat and 
put it on; did not find out tho mistake 
till he got to Harris'; in going back did 
not seo his (witness) hat lying in the road. 
When witness left the scene of tho fight, 
took tho stick and pistol with him; tho 
stick ho hid inside a fence. 

To Sir. Mills — The road oil which the 
fight occurred is very rough; was stand- 
ing on tho front part of tho wagon; did 
not know that there was a holo in tlio hat 
till officer Lindsay showed hint the hat; 
would swear he (witness) did not make 
the hole. 

Officer Lindsay, cross-examined by Mr. 
Robertson, said it was between 12 and 1 
o'clock when bo and Finerty got out to 
the sceno of tho fight. Finerty pointed 
out tho scene whore tho fight took 
place, this was on tlio road; did not 
find traces of blood on t.'io ground 
or on any sticks lying near; tho hat was 
picked up four yards from where the tight 
occurred; Finerty showed witness the spot 
where he had found the horses, about 
thirty yards from where the alleged scutlle 
took place; he also showed witness tho 
place whore ho alleged tho first shot was 
fired; it was twenty yards from where the 
scullle took place; the second shot was 
tired about four yards from where tho 
fight took place; Finerty also showed him 
where he jumpodfrom the wagon; Finerty 
did not seem to be unusually excited; on 
tho way out he told witness where the 
stick was to be found; tho blood on the 
stick was tho only trace of blood lie could 
find anywhere round the place; saw ami 
examined the wagon; on each side of the 
road there was a large quantity of brush, 
stumps, cord wood and sticks; Houlihan 
appeared to be in great pain; his arms 
were much bruised and swollen; thero 
were several bleeding wounds on the hoad; 
ho said Finerty had used a knife on him; 
did not make a search for the knife; 
Houlihan distinctly said that after ho had 
been knocked down and beaten that he 
took a pistol out and one barrel went off 
accidentally; tho reason he carried a pistol 
was in consequence of threats Finerty 
had made; tho straw bat was in witness' 
hand when Finorty drew his attention to 
tho hole in it. 

This finished tho case for tho prosecu- 
tion, and at the request of Mr. Robertson 
the caao was adjourned for one day. 

Johnny, a Fort Rupert Indian, charged 
with assaulting Charley, a Fort • Rupert 
Indian, by cutting him on thu head with 
a knife, was fined j?10 or one month's im- 
prisonment with hard labor. 

Sam, an Indian, charged with disturb- 
ing tho peace, was fined §5 or 14 days' im- 
prisonment. 

Sam Chung, on remand, charged with 
having neglected to abate a nuisance 
caused by stagnant and otl'ensivo water 
lying in and near his premises. 

This was an action taken under the by- 
law for the prevention of nuisances in 
Chinese wash-houses. 

Mr. Robertson for the prosecution and 
Mr. Harrison for the defence. 

Sergeant Bloomfield testified to having 
had his attention called to tho nuisanc* 
caused by tho Chinese allowing tho dirty 
water to run on to the street where it ac- 
cumulated. He also proved having serv- 
ed a notice on the defendants' to abate 
the nuisanco; but it had been disregarded. 

Mr. Harrison asked that tho caso be 
dismissed as, though the evidence given 
might bo very true, yet it had not been 
proved that tho defendant had broken 
any by-law. 

Mr. Robertson said that this was tho 
Municipal Polico Court of Victoria and 
that tho Court was bound to take judicial 
notice of any by-law passed by the Corpo- 
ration, and that tlio production of tho 
original by-law was no more necessary 
than tho production of an original act of 
parliament. 

His Honor considered that ,as this was 
a case which would form a precedent that 
the by-law should be proved, but ho would 
not give a decision till to-morrow. 

Ah Yen, a Chinaman keeping a wash- 
house on Quadra street, was charged with 
tho same offence. 

Sergeant Bloomfield testified to tho 
nuisance caused by allowing dirty water 
to run from the defendant's washhouse 
out on to the street, where it became 
stagnant. He also proved having served 
a notice on tho defendant to abate tho 
nuisance. 

His Honor said he could not soo how 
this by-law was to bo enforced, for accord- 
ing to it each Chinamen must build a box 
drain down to the sea. If the corpora- 
tion had a proper system of drainage then 
it would bo easy enough. 

He then adjourned tho caGo till Thurs- 
day next. 

Ma-wba, a Barclay Sound Indian, 
charged with having in his possession a 
bottle containing an intoxicant at an 
Indian village on Barclay Sound. 

Superintendent Bowden testified to 
arresting tho prisoner for having taken a 
bottle of gin to the Sheshat tribe at Oo' 
mooah Island. The Indians had inform- 
ed on the prisoner. Tho Sheshats chiefs 
had determined to put a stop to whisky 
selling and had told him that they would 
give up anyone who brought any intoxi- 
cating liquor to their country. 

His Honor sentenced the, prisoner to 
one month's imprisonment with hard 
labor. 

MURDER. 

Jacob, a Barclay Sound Indian, charg- 
ed with the wilful murder of ono Kai- 
Aish-man, also a Barclay Sound Indian; 

Toby, a Barclay Sound Indian, charged 
with the wilful .murder of an Indian 
woman named Nets-Kai-Suchs. 

Both cases were remanded for one day.

Tho Nevada City Transcript thus re- 
cords the fortune of Doc. Wilkinson, a 
miner of that city who had boo'n prospect- 
ing in a ledge near Auburn in Placer 
county: Mr. Wilkinson had been sink-* 
ing the inclino on tho ledge, taking out 
tho quartz as ho went down, but leaving 
tho foot wall, so as avoid having much 
cab or wasto when ho came to have a 
crushing. Tho quartz showed some free 
gold, but not being a very thick lodge 
the "Doc" concluded to sink down to 
water level before taking his rock to mill. 
Ho had gone down on tho inclino about 
sixty feet, and while putting in a set of 
timbers, a large chunk of tho foot-wall 
foil out, disclosing to the eye of tho aston- 
ished miner another ledge behind tho 
supposed foot-wall, which was literally 
filled with yold. Of course further sink- 
ing was abandoned, and attention directed 
to tho new discovery, which we will 
call a pocket, although tho indica- 
tions aro that it it a rich paying ledge. A 
force of men woro immediately put to 
work upon the newly discovered bonanza. 
Up to Wednesday morning £20,000 worth 
had been raised to tho surface, as was es- 
timated by competent disinterested judges. 
In order to convince himself whothcr tho 
rich ledge ho had struck was only a pock- 
et or not, Mr. Wilkinson went back up 
tho incline a distance of forty feet, mid in 
a half dozen places where the cab was 
picked away from between the timbers, 
tho same marvelously rich rock presented 
itself, Tho greatest excitement prevails 
in that neighborhood, hundreds of people 
going to seo tho new discovery. 'Somo of 
tho privileged few who have boon permit- 
ted to go down into tho inclino (say that 
over §100,000 is already assured to the 
fortunate owner.

The Minks of Midian. — There would 
seem to bo as great doubt entertained in 
Egypt as to tho value of tho recently re- 
discovered mines in tho Land of Midian 
as exist at Cariboo respecting the value of 
tho Bonanza lode. Writing from Cairo 
on May 18, a correspondent of tho Shef- 
field Daily Telegraph casts grave doubts on 
tho alleged discoveries of Capt. Burton in 
Egypt. Captain Burton brought back 
twenty-five tons of stones, and ho stated 
that a whole tract of country was full of 
gold quartz, that somo of the ore he had 
brought contained twenty-five por cent, 
of silver, and that turquoises were ex- 
tremely abundant. Closer examination 
has shown that tho turquoises brought to 
Cairo arc merely malachite, that somo of 
his host specimens of silver oro do not 
contain a particle of silver, and that the 
existence of any such quantity of gold as 
would pay for B working is, to say the least 
of it, very doubtful. Tlio Khedive is 
much disappointed to find that tho dis- 
coveries rest on this supposition, but bo 
means to send specialists into the district 
to examine tlio matter. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

CANADA. 
Montreal, July 5. — A meeting of 
justices of tho peace of the city and dis- 
trict took place to-day to consider the 
best means of preserving peace on the 
12th of July. Two hundred magistrates 
were present. The mayor offered reso- 
lutions, which were adopted, regretting 
that the Orange nssociation persis- 
ted in its determination to celebrate in 
Montreal, an event distasteful to a ma- 
jority of its inhabitants ; declaring it 
unwise and inexpedient to call out the 
military, excopt when the civic forces 
are inadequate ; recommending tho 
mayor to issue afc once a proclamation 
to forbid all assemblages or gatherings 
on the streets or public places on tho 
12th of July, and calling upon the citi- 
zens to aid the authorities to maintain 
peace. Tlio resolution that tho author- 
ities bo empowered to call out tho mili- 
tary brought on a long and exciting 
discussion. It was finally decided by 
10 to 7 that the magistrates, having 
full confidence in tho mayor, placed in 
his hands all power and authority to 
preserve peace on the 12th. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Louisville, Ky., July 4. — First heat 
and race wero won by Ten Broeck, 
McCarthy distanced. McCarthy led 
for two miles and stopped at the end of 
the third mile, extremely tired. Ten 
Broeck was badly cramped after tho 
finish. Timo, 8:19$. 



The special correspondent of the 
Standard writes from Suez : — " There 
is a popular fallacy in England, or 
there was some -weeks ago, that this is 
the first time troops have been drawn 
from India for service farther west than 
Abyssinia. The instances when Sepoys 
were utilized side by side with our own 
men in China or Persia have been made 
mention of, but it seems to have escap- 
ed general attention that eight thou- 
sand natives were brought over to 
Egypt, undei Sir David Baird, in the 
early part of 1801, to assist Abercrom 
by in driving out the French. The ar- 
rival of the Goorkhas was awaited with 
intense curiosity. These short, ugly, 
but strong and active sharpshooters 
gave our grandfathers some trouble be- 
fore they wero broken in to British 
harness. In the campaign against them 
in 1814 they made a determined stand 
in their strongholds, cunningly planted 
in the most inaccessible passes of the 
hills; three successive Generals failed 
to get tlio better of 'fliem, and it was 
only when Ochterlony rose upon the 
scone and took their forts of Nalaghur, 
Maloun, Almoin, and Makwanpur, that 
their ruler, tho Rajah of Nepal, con- 
sented to sue for peace. They were 
organized in our service in the follow- 
ing year, and have since behaved with 
dogged valor at the siege and capture 
of Bhurtpore in 1725-26, in the battles 
of Alliwal and Sobraon, mid during tin; 
bloody test of the mutiny, when they 
were true to their salt, and covered 
themselves with glory. They have 
been subdued but not subjugated; tam- 
ed to a degree, but have never lost their 
spirit. They are the beau ideal of 
brisk, wary skirmishers, as they trot 
about in dark green uniform with scar- 
let facings, similar to the GOth Rifles, 
with their characteristic wide-bladed 
curved daggers or hoohris by their right 
side. These daggers are as fierce in- 
struments of death as ever were label- 
led "with care" in that murderous mu- 
seum, the Prisoners' Lost Property 
Office, in Scotland-yard — an excellent 
weapon to cut down a hedge or chop 
off the head of an enemy. The Prince 
of Wales is honorary colonel of the 
regiment, and very proud it is of the 
triune plume of ostrich feathers which 
it displays as badge in front of its peak- 
less cap. The men are recruited be- 
yond the frontier, in the Nepal territo- 
ry, and engage for fifteen or twenty- 
one years. They arc armed with the 
short Snider and the thrust bayonet, in 
addition to the kookri, which has a 
convenient pocket behind the sheath 
for knife, fork, flint and steel. They 
formerly carried the sword bayonet, but 
it was found to bo an encumbrance 
when they wero marching at the dou- 
ble. They aro "dead" shots, and are 
in the habit of going in gangs in search 
of game when in India, so that they 
arc not likely to waste their ammuni- 
tion in tho field. They do not believe 
in throwing away a charge, but make 
sure to bring down what they aim at. 
Their average height is five feet three, 
and weight eight stone ten, a fair weight 
for their size. In religion they profess 
liberal Hinduism; they have no delicacy 
about greased cartridges, will eat al- 
most anything an European will eat 
(excepting beef), drink rum and like it, 
and mess together. In physique they 
are insignificant, but they have a gleam 
of resolution over their jovial counte- 
nances, and they have calve3 to their 
legs which bespeak power of pedestrian- 
ism. They marched capitally during the 
Looshai campaign, and bore up against 
fatigue with extraordinary endurance. 
As for their fighting capacity, those who 
remember Delhi and the way they held 
tho main picquet at Hindu Rao's house, 
in company with our own GOth, for 
three months, will bear testimony to 
that. As a rifle regiment they no longer 
carry colours — their former colonel (Sir 
Charles Reid) holds the frayed and 
bullet-riddled old pair in fond guardian- 
ship; but tho story of their conduct in 
18f)7 is commemorated in the truncheon 
which they obtained instead. This 
truncheon is surmounted by a silver 
crown, supported by three Goorkhas. 
modelled from the life, and has an in- 
scription telling that it was given to the 
regiment for its prowes at tho outposts 
of Delhi. A supernumerary officer is 
detailed to take charge of it. The faces 
of these brave dwarfs are more expres- 
sive than handsome. A cynical French- 
man would compare them to those carv- 
ed on the bowls of brown meerschaums, 
or on the heads of knotty ebony walking- 
sticks in the Palais Royal. They are 
of the Mongolian cast, low and broad in 
the forehead, high-cheeked, and coarse 
in hair; and it would be hard to single 
them out .from many Chinamen and 
Esquimaux. They are not prone to 
quarrel, but they betray anything but 
the meekness that would suffer itself to 
be elbowed off a side path. In the far- 
away fastnesses from which they como 
the thermometer stood at 110 degrees a 
month ago; they had four days' tramp- 
ing before they struck tho rail,' and 
eight days' travelling thence to Bombay, 
but there was no murmer nor any out- 
break of disease. They have been on a 
perpetual stave almost since they started; 
everything was new to them; they had 
exaggerated notions of tho importance 
of their own villages, but now they wake 
to the knowiedgo that the world is much 
larger than their thoughts, and yet they 
are hardly out of the tropics, They 
begin to ask where do those white 
sahibs live; so far they have seen more 
dark faces than fair, more turbans than 
hats. But they will take kindly to 
civilization. It was amusing to watch 
them having their new boots which the 
Sirkar gave them operated on by shoe- 
blacks yesterday evening, or proudly 
smoking out of clay pipes precisely like 
those they had seen with their English 
comrades. There is an unusually friend- 
ly, feeling between them and our own 
linesmen with whom they have served. 
There are three such corps, by the way, 
at Malta, tho 4 Id, 71st, and 101st, so 
that the Goorkhas rejoin "auld acquaint- 
ances," but I venture to say there is 
not one of our line regiments, or

can furnish such a goodly proportion of 
seasoned warriors still fit for work as 
the Prince of Wales' Own Goorkhas. 
I have seen men who fought at Sobraon, 
two-aud-thirty years ago, and they aro 
not only "free, willing, and able," but 
they are eager to meet the Maharanee's 
enemies to-day.
